To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Bow  in  the  County 
of  Merrimack  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town 
Affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  Said 
Bow  on  Tuesday,  the  13th  day  of  March,  next  at  nine  of 
the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following- 
subjects  : 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  To 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  make 
appropriations  of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  highways  and  bridges. 

4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
$2,468.16  for  street  lights. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$425.00  for  the  Concord  Hospital  for  the  year  1951. 

6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  Mini  appropriate  for  the  care  of  cemeteries. 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  select- 
men to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,500.00  for  equipment  and  maintenance  of 
the  Fire  Department. 


!i.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $733.97  for  Class  V  roads,  the  state  to  con- 
tribute either  $2,868.36  under  the  present  law,  or  $4,893.15 
under  the  proposed  law. 

10.  To  set-  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $650.00  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Baker  Free 
Library. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  petition  the  State 
Tax  Commission  to  have  an  audit  made  by  the  Division  of 
Municipal  Accounting,  and  make  an  appropriation  to 
cover  the  expense  of  the  audit. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $585.00  to  complete  the  grading,  fertilizing, 
and  seeding  of  the  Town  Recreation  Area,  and  to  complete 
the  access  road  to  the  same. 

13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the 
Baker  Road  from  Route  3A  to  the  end  thereof  as  a  public 
way  and  release  it  to  the  Trustees  Under  the  Will  of 
Mary  Baker  Eddy  to  maintain  as  a  private  way  for  the 
benefit  of  the  said  Trust  Estate  of  Mary  Baker  Eddy  and 
abutting  owners.      (By  request  of  the  Trustees.) 

14.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Budget  Investigation 
Committee. 

15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions 
of  the  Municipal  Budget  Law  (this  vote  to  be  by  ballot), 
and  if  adopted  designate  the  number  of  members  at  large, 
and  the  method  by  which  they  shall  be  chosen.  (These 
votes  to  be  by  cither  ballot  or  acclamation.) 

16.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regards 
to  allowing  legalized  Beano  to  be  played  in  town.  (This 
vote  to  be  by  ballot. ) 

17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  have  a  complete  re- 
appraisal made  by  a   firm  oi'  professional  appraisers,  or 


by  the  State  Tax  Commission,  of  all  property  in  the  town 
of  Bow.  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money 
for  the  same. 

18.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regards 
to  installing  a  metered  gas  furnace  in  the  town  hall  to 
replace  the  present  wood  burning  stove,  and  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $520.00  for  the  same.   (By  request.) 

19.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regards 
to  the  purchase  of  a  new  truck  and  snow  plow,  and  raise 
and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  the  same. 

20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  in  the  amount  of  $3,548.96.  This  fund  to 
be  applied  to  the  purchase  price  of  a  new  truck  and  snow 
plow  when  the  town  shall  so  vote. 

21 .  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $100.00  to  cover  the  incidental  expenses  of  the 
Civil  Defense  Program. 

22.  To  hear  the  reports  of  standing  committees,  and 
take  any  action  relating  thereto. 

23.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.

Gentlemen : 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  an  audit  and  ex- 
amination of  the  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Bow  for  the 
fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1950,  which  was  made  by 
this  Division  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town. 
Exhibits  as  hereafter  listed  are  included  as  part  of  the 
report. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts 
and  records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax 
Collector,  Town  Clerk,  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds,  Baker 
Free  Library  and  Volunteer  Fire  Department. 

FINANCIAL   STATEMENTS 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets:  Dec.  31,  1949- 
Dec.  31,  1950:   (Exhibit  A-l) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31, 194.9  and 
December  31,  1950.  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-l.  As 
indicated  therein  the  Surplus  decreased  by  $2,142.31 
during  1950. 

Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition:  (Exhibit  A-2) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of  the 
Town  during  the  year  is  made  in  Exhibit  A-2.  with  the 
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factors  which  caused  the  change  indicated  therein.     These 
were  as  follows :

Comparative  Statements  of  Appropriations  and  Expendi- 
tures—  Estimated  and  Actual  Revenues:  (Exhibits 
A-3  and  A-4) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expendi- 
tures, estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  December  31,  1050,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  A-3 
and  A-4.  As  indicated  by  the  budget  summary  (Exhibit 
A-4),  a  net  overdraft  of  appropriations  of  $3,775.11,  less 
a  net  revenue  surplus  of  $1,208.61.  resulted  in  a  net  budget 
deficit  of  $2,566.50. 


Summary  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:   (Exhibit  B-l) 

A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  December  31,  1950,  made  up  in  accordance 
with  the  uniform  classification  of  accounts,  is  included 
in  Exhibit  B-l.  Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  balance,  as  of 
December  31,  1950,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  B-2. 
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AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged 
with  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds 
were  examined  and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled 
checks  were  compared  with  supporting  invoices  and  pay- 
rolls as  well  as  entries  in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts 
were  checked  by  source  insofar  as  possible  and  totals  of 
receipts  and  expenditures  verified.  Book  balances  were 
verified  by  comparison  with  reconciled  bank  balances  made 
from  statements  obtained  from  depository  banks.  Veri- 
fication of  uncollected  taxes  was  made  by  mailing  notices 
to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the  Collector's 
records. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 

Appropriation  of  Town  Charges: 

It  is  noted  thai  one  lump  sum  appropriation  in  the 
amount  of  $5,500.00  was  made  for  "town  charges."  This 
appropriation  covered  twelve  different  accounts  and  was 
overdraAvn  by  $1,415.60,  as  indicated  by  Exhibit  A-3. 

It  is  considered  better  procedure  for  a  town  to  make  a 
separate  appropriation  for  each  expenditure  classification 
account  rather  than  a  lump  sum  appropriation  for  "town 
charges."  Therefore  we  recommend  that  the  town  budget 
be  made  out  in  this  manner  and  that  the  town  meeting 
make  their  appropriations  accordingly. 

Conclusion : 

The  accounts  of  al!  officials  of  the  Town  which  we  ex- 
amined were  found  in  good  condition  and  the  accounting 
procedure  conformed  to  the  uniform  system  prescribed 
by  this  Division. 

The  provisions  of  Section  81,  Chapter  211,  of  the  Laws 
of  1939,  require  that  this  report  or  a  summary  of  its 
essential  features  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual 
town  reoort. 
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We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of 
Bow  for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

2.  Use  good  judgment  in  burning  and  have  enough 
equipment  and  assistance  to  keep  fire  under  control 
at  all  times. 

3.  Be  careful  when  smoking  in  or  near  woodlands  and 
refrain  from  throwing  lighted  material  from  auto- 
mobiles. 

4.  Make  certain  that  all  equipment  used  in  the  woods 
is  in  good  condition.

BOW  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


In  Case  of  Fire  —  Call  2709 


During  this  past  year,  your  Fire  Department  has 
answered  24  alarms.  There  has  been  1  house  fire,  5 
chimney,  1  school  bus  and  1  truck  fire,  1  rubbish,  (j  grass, 
and  2  brush  tires,  1  unnecessary  and  6  Out  of  Town  calls. 

The  fire  loss  has  been  low  this  last  year,  but  with  proper 
precautions  it  could  be  lower.  The  gross  fire  loss  was 
$3,100.00,  on  which  $2,875.00  was  paid  in  insurance, 
leaving  a  net  loss  of  $225.00. 

Our  Out  of  Town  calls  were  2  to  Loudon.  2  to  Canter- 
bury, 1  to  Dunbarton  and  1  to  Hooksett. 

Our  tank  truck  is  almost  completed  and  is  proving  its 
worth  at  fire  after  fire.  We  have  built  our  portable 
generator  which  is  carried  with  two  floodlights  and 
extension  cords  on  the  tank  truck.  We  are  building 
another  one  for  Engine  No.  1.  These  generators  and 
lights  are  very  worth  while  at  night  fires. 

The  Department  has  made  $350.00  during  the  year  from 
the  sale  of  old  iron  and  paper.  We  have  placed  $251.32 
of  that  amount  in  our  building  fund,  which  now  amounts 
to  $671.00.  Please  save  your  newspapers,  old  rags  and 
old  iron  for  us. 

We  have  73  men  on  our  roll  call  and  average  attendance 
of  20  men  at  our  meetings. 

I  would  like  to  extend  my  thanks  to  the  Ladies'  Aux- 
iliary and  to  the  officers  and  men  of  the  Fire  Department 
for  all  their  help  and  co-operation,  for  after  all  they  are 
the  Fire  Department.

The  "Ladies'  Auxiliary"  to  the  Bow  Volunteer  Fire 
Department  was  organized  just  a  month  after  the  fire  de- 
partment was  formed.  Since  then,  we  have  tried  to  help 
the  men  in  any  way  necessary;  either  by  raising  money, 
or  serving  food  and  hot  coffee  at  fires. 

We  have  on  our  roll  call  33  members.  Most  of  these 
come  to  our  monthly  meetings  and  serve  on  committees.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


[  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  Superintendent 
of  the  Boav  schoools. 

Enrollment 

The  school  year  of  1950-51  opened  with  an  enrollment 
slightly  below  that  of  the  prior  year.  This  decrease  was 
due  to  the  fact  that  our  first  grade  (17  in  number)  was 
the  smallest  in  the  last  three  years. 

Our  pre-school  census  does  not  indicate  an  immediate 
increase  in  our  enrollment  figures  for  the  next  two  years. 
We  do,  however,  anticipate  an  increase  three  and  four 
years  hence.  At  the  present  writing,  it  does  not  appear 
that  our  facilities  will  be  overtaxed,  but  we  must  keep 
the  fact  in  mind  that,  when  a  school  is  operating  at  near 
capacity,  an  unforseen  increase  of  10%  can  cause  a  serious 
housing  situation. 

Teaching  Staff 

We  were  very  fortunate,  particularly  when  we  consider 
the  shortage  of  elementary  teachers,  that  we  had  no 
changes  in  our  teaching  staff.  It  is  possible,  however, 
that  the  armed  services  may  call  up  the  school  principal. 
Mr.  Clay,  in  his  two  years  as  principal,  has  made  a  fine 
contribution  to  the  Bow  Mills  School,  and  to  have  him 
leave  us,  together  with  the  fact  that  it  will  be  difficult  to 
find  a  suitable  replacement,  is  indeed  a  cause  of  concern 
to  the  School  Board  and  Superintendent. 

Your  teachers  have  engaged  in  several  work-shops  in 
conjunction  with  the  Concord  teachers,  and  a  number  of 
them  have  taken  summer  school  and  extension  courses. 
The  teachers  are  to  be  commended  on  their  desire  for 
professional  growth  and  improvement,  and  I  am  certain 
that  their  study  has  increased  the  effectiveness  of  then- 
teaching.

School  Lunch  Program 

The  school  lunch  program,  which  began  operation  in  the 
middle  of  the  last  school  year,  has  been  highly  success- 
ful. A  large  percent  of  our  pupils  are  taking  advantage 
of  the  opportunity  for  a  well-balanced  noon  meal  at  a 
reasonable  cost.  The  reports  of  the  State  School  Lunch 
Supervisor  indicate  that  the  Bow  Program  is  one  of  the 
outstanding  programs  of  its  size  in  the  state.  Much  of 
the  credit  should  go  to  our  local  supervisor,  Mrs.  Smith, 
and  a  fair  share  to  the  members  of  the  Mothers'  Club 
who  have  given  of  their  time  and  energies  to  assist  Mrs. 
Smith  with  the  program. 

1951-52  Budget 

The  School  Board  Budget  for  the  coming  school  year 
is  contained  elsewhere  in  the  school  report. 

The  reader  will  note  that  our  gross  budget  is  some 
$4,400  in  excess  of  the  budget  for  1950-51.  Approximately 
half  of  this  increase  is  attributed  to  steadily  increasing 
costs,  and  the  remainder  of  the  increase  to  high  school 
tuition.  The  Union  School  District  of  Concord,  and  in  fact 
school  districts  in  general,  have  found  it  necessary  to  raise 
the  tuition  figure.  Next  year  Concord  is  to  charge  $275 
per  pupil,  an  increase  of  $25  over  the  present  charge. 

This  year  we  have  some  41  pupils  in  the  Concord  Junior 
and  Senior  High  Schools,  of  which  number  10  are  to 
graduate  in  June  1951.  Our  present  Grade  8  numbers 
22.  making-  a  net  increase  of  12  in  our  secondary  tuition 
pupils.  These  two  factors  then, — increased  rate  of  tuition 
and  the  increased  number  of  pupils,  cause  our  request 
for  an  added  $1,550  for  tuition  purposes. 

The  community  playground  at  the  rear  of  the  Mills 
School  is  in  the  process  of  construction.  With  its  com- 
pletion we  should  consider  the  addition  of  certain  play- 
ground equipment  for  use  of  the  pupils,  particularly  for 
the  younger  group.  Not  only  would  such  equipment  be 
of  use  during  the  school  year,  but  it  might  also  provide 
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the  basis  of  a  summer  recreational  program  for  the  com- 
munity.
